The place to block the Chicago lake 


'.Bteal is in the senate. Log-rolling will not 
be so easily managed in that body as it 
was in the house. 
The rivers and har- 


bors appropriation bill will be subjected 
to closer scrutiny and merit and demerit 
•will be more likely to control. Both the 
Missouri river and Illinois river projects 
were preserved in the bill by vote trading. 


'. Eastern support for these items was se- 
cured by a provision authorizing a sur- 
vey of the proposed "all-American" canal 
across New York state, and the section 
recommending an appropriation of 811.- 
500.000 to purchase the Cape Cod canal 
•was the sop handed to Xew England. 


The whole thing is a political frame- 


up. 
It has been quietly, where quiet was 


recommended, and vociferously, where 
noise was recommended, c "gineered by 
the city of Chicago. Propaganda lias been 
going on for months. 
There has been 


plenty of money with which to negotiate 
and to whip up local enthusiasm. It is 
one of the cleverest and u£ to date most 
effective political plots in our history. 


Two years ago the proposed lakes-to- 


the-gulf waterway was lagging far behind 
the St. Lawrence seaway-—anationalpro- 
ject of first importance. It was scarcely 
thought of and very little talked of. Men- 
tion of a nine foot channel in the Illinois 
river would have been received with gen- 
eral deribion. 
Today the whole scheme 


has gone through the house, while the St. 
Lawrence project is on the hhelf. A part 
of the conspiracy ib a revival of the im- 
practical and obsolete scheme to connect 
the Great lakes with the Atlantic seaboard 
via Xew York bargo canal. If Xew York 
has any chance of putting this d^al over, 
it will support the appropriations for the 
Missouri and .Illinois'rivers, while Chicago 
and the Mississippi valley and gulf states 
will rally to the side of the barge canal. 
In the meantime the Great lakes- are to be 
pillagpr.1 and the St. Lawrence seaway 
abandoned. 
It' the senate cannot be made 


to s-ef through these schemes there are 
apt to be evil clays, ahead for the lake 
state1-. If thfy can prevent action at this 
time by the senate. r-nngres« may come to 
its senses in another year and see the great 
wrong about to be done to the Great lakes. 


In th'1 meantimr>. it is good news to 


learn that Charles E. Hughe.- has accepted 
the appointment of the supreme court to 
takf testimony in the lake level contro- 
versy -whir-h is before that body. Xo mere 
impartial judge in this capacity r-niild IIP 
asked, and we know from his record t'lat 
Mr. Huehps will not see the nationnl in- 
terests in the Great Lake? jeopardised Vu- 
minor undertakings or by political ri.imn- 
erv.

rharncter. 


A few short years ago a movement be- 


pan to end this form of celebration he- 
cause of the yearly toll of life and injury 
caused by the fireworks. Gradually pub. 
lie sentiment began to appear m behalf of 


the movement, various cities and states 
enacted laws designed to limit the sise and 
character of fireworks so as to lessen the 
danger to those celebrating with them. 


In spite of this movement, however, the 


figures representing deaths and injuries 
from the Fourth of ^Tuly celebrations are 
still much too high and it would seem 
well, at this time, for every municipality 
to see that suitable regulations have been 
published and declared that wifl insure a 
sane celebration of the glorious Fourth. 
Any kind of observance that which en- 
dangers life or limb or is a public nui- 
sance is out of place and should go.

she pleaded. Charles Joseph Brouner. of 
Cincinnati, who had gone to the wars and 
had 
come back without eyes or hands, 


who had beaten down the enemy of his 
handicap and ill health, and was about to 
be graduated in law. 


"Charles Bronner cannot see—us." Mrs. 


Rogers began, ''because he lost both of 
his eyes. He not only gave his eyes for 
us. but both hands. As if that were not 
enough, last year he had sleeping sickness 
for three months. In spite of all that he 
graduates this month from the University 
of Maryland as a lawyer. 


"I do not believe any boy has accom- 


plished more for us than this boy. AA'hen 
he was discharged from our service, he 
had an eighth grade education. I told 
him the other day that I thought he had 
had a hard time. 


'' 'Xo.' he said, 'the government has 


done a great deal for me in helping me to 
read and write.' " 


Charles Bronner has done more for tb> 


governmeut than- the governmelit ever 
could do for him. He has fought and won 
a battle in which hundreds of our boys 
have fallen, discouraged at the terrible 
odds against them. He has achieved an- 
other victory fry his country. 


He stood in the gallery at his mother's 


side. 
There was nothing more that Con- 


gress could do for him because he had 
fought the good fight himself. 
To a man 


they rose. 400 of them, representatives 
.sent from every corner of the union to 
guide the destinies of the United States. 


For a moment as they stood there was 


the silence that comes only with great mo- 
ments of emotion. Then broke a thunder 
of applause. 
To the boy and his mother 


up there, how sweet it must have sounded 
—that tribute of a nation to one of its 
own. 


We know Congress can quarrel, can 


aceupp. can bicker and filibuster, split 
hairs and wa.ste time. But we know now 
what it is good for all of us to know—that 
Congress has a heart.

But today if 1 heard a man say "there is no 
diphtheria in our family" I should think he were a 
reasonable man, and if he says "there isn't going to 
be any diphtheria in my family" I should know he 
were a man of practical good sense, for it is up to 
every parents now to decide for himself whether 
his children shall he immune to that menace. 


Infants in arms are not often infected with diph- 


theria, but children from two years of age upwards 
are most susceptible because at that age they be- 
gin to play with other children and are therefore 
more likely to be exposed to diphtheria. Practically 
the only way anyone may contract diphtheria 
is 


through close personal association with a person 
who is ill of, a"bout to come down with or convales- 
cing from the disease, or a person who has had it 
some months ago and still carries diphtheria bacil- 
i which are virulent, or capable of producing the 
diseas? in others. The mode of infection, is generally 
the same as of all the other respiratory infections, 
namely, spray—fine, perhaps invisible droplets of 
moisture or secretion from nose or throat, which 
droplets contain the germs and carry about four 
feet from the face of the speaker, or as far as 10 
:eet from the face 
if the individual coughs 
or 


neezes with the nose and mouth uncovered. Chil- 
dren, naturally cough, sneeze and talk with noso 
and mouth uncovered, even when they Jjave whoop- 
ng cough, coryza, measies^diphtheria, chicken pox 
or other respiratory infection. Only a few adults 
are sufficiently well educated in hygiene to take the 
trouble to coi'er nose and mouth when coughing or 
sneezing, and not one in a thousand has 
enough 


sanitary conscience to live the golden rule of hy- 


iene and isolate himself—keep beyond the five foot 


range—when he has what he or the trick 
health 


authorities designate as '"just a cold." 


It is highly important to protect children 
from 


two to six years of age. before they enter school. 
The only way this may be done is by testing each 
child for susceptibility to diphtheria by means of 
ihe Snick test. 
Most young children show 
the 


'positive reaction" to the test—develop a reddened 
wheal like a simple hive at the point of injection, in 
from 24 to 48 hours and this little reddened, area 
disappears after a 
week. 
This positive reaction 


shows that the child is susceptible to diphtheria. It 
s painless and absolutely without any risk. It pro- 
duces no nines. No parent can concientiously trump 
up any such objection to this test. Every child who 
reacts positively to the Schick test should be im- 
munized against diphtheria. If the child shows no 
reaction—the test is "negative"—that child is nat- 
urally immune and requires no other protection. It 
is a comforting thing to know that one's/ child is 
immune. 


The immunization treatment consists of a series 


of three sucutaneous (hypodermic) injections of tox- 
'.n antitoxin at intervals of a week. The immunity 
develops in about five weeks, and lasts for a few 
years at least, long enough to protect the child 
through the years when diphtheria is most danger- 
ous. Every family doctor can administer this. Ev- 
ery health department provides the materials used 
for the test and the immunization.

There is an insatiable 
desire for more laws.

"The real fact is that Americans 


are as law-abiding as any race or 
people, but they are hog-tied by more 
Bins and crimes created by law than 
any other people. The tendency is to 
take responsibility off the individual 
and put it upon society, to destroy 
parental responsibility and place the

upon the policeman. 


The tendency is to disregard human- 
ity as anything but a part of a ma- 
chine, to be fitted and notched Into 
strait-jackets and rules and regula- 
tions, product've of weak moral fiber 
and promoting the loss of liberty.

cannot be made morally wrong by 
law. 
Zealousness for 
paternalistic 


guardianship and regulation of our 
habits, our customs, our conduct and 
our morals by law demonstrates the 
present necessity of writing again the 
bill of rights and the charter of lib- 
erty. 
"This over-zealotisness for law sets 


up the spies and the policemen, com-
